Deacons of the West Parish Church 


Sixteen deacons, including the four now in 
office, have served the church since its organ- 
ization and they have been men tried and 
true, who have had much to do in the build- 
ing up of the church, 


The records of the early happenings in the 
church affairs read thus: “Chose Captain 
Solomon Holt, Deacon Zebadiah Abbott and 
Ebenezer Lovejoy a committee for calling a 
council,” These men later served as the 
first three deacons: Zebediah Abbott serving 
from December 30, 1826 to October 5, 1832; 
Solomon Holt until April 15, 1830; and 
Ebenezer Lovejoy until October 23, 1850. 
It was Captain Holt who gave the land for 
the meeting house and horsesheds. After a 
long and painful illness, Deacon Holt passed 
on and it was said of him: “His enjoyment of 
God and truth was glorious and a distinguish- 
ing trait of his character was his up-right- 
ness.” The following September his son, 
Solomon, was elected to fill his father’s 
vacant place and being a man of like char- 
acter his long term of service to April 3, 
1883, was a very fruitful one. October 5, 
1832, the church having grown, it was de- 
cided to increase the number of deacons to 
four, Deacon Abbott resigned and Peter 
Smith and Jacob Dascomb were chosen to 
fill the vacancy and the new office. In 1850, 
Ebenezer Lovejoy the last of the original 
deacons was gathered to his fathers at the 
good age of seventy-eight years. He was a 
lover of his Bible and a man deeply interested 
in the church, 

Deacon Dascomb was a quiet man, very 
tall, and in his younger days of remarkabl 
fine presence. A mild mannered man in all 
his ways, he presided with his associates at 
the table of the Lord, with a quiet grace and 
dignity which left on all the impression of a 
reserve force in his character which might be 
called, on occasion, into determined action 
for what he believed to be the right. 

Deacon Mattoau Mooar was elected Octo- 
ber 31, 1850. He was a self-contained and 
well poised man and his life befitted well his 
office. He served thirty-seven years and 
Samuel Hyde Boutwell was chosen to fill his 
place. Mr. Boutwell’s rare commonsense, his 
quiet smile, his interest in all concerning the 
church and parish made him a power for 
good, which is felt even today in the church 
and parish although it is more than six years 
since.the Lord called him home. His son, 
Frederic Samuel Boutwell was chosen to fill 
his place, and today his place in the social 
and financial life of the church and parish 
is a large one, 

Peter Smith, who was chosen at the time of 
the increase in numbers of the deacons from 
three to four, was in many ways a self-made 
man but a man who early in life had dedicated 
his life to the Master and used himself and 
his money freely and willingly to better his 
church and the town of his adoption. His 
gifts to the town were many and today they 
stand as monuments to his memory. He 
served until July 6, 1880, and his son Peter 
Dove Smith was chosen in his place March 4, 
1881. Like his father, his love for the church 
and Andover were two of the strongest char- 
acteristics of his life. January 16, 1911, he 
answered the call, ‘Come home.’’ March 1, 
1911 his successor Edward Wilder Boutwell 
was chosen and still serves. A Bible student 
and a great reader, he uses his knowledge for 
the upbuilding of the church which he loves. 

Nathan Gilbert Abbott filled Deacon 
Dascomb’s place September 3, 1873, serving 
thirty-three years. His work in the outlying 
districts of the parish is his monument. 
Of him it was said, “He never left undone 
today’s work in the vineyard,” 

He was succeeded by William Albert 
Trow, January 8, 1908, Mr. row serves to- 
day as clerk of the Parish and his influence 
stands for the best. 

Edward Francis Holt followed Solomon 
Holt, 2nd, January 3, 1883. For eleven 
years his faithful service was given in the 
weekly meetings in the Osgood district and 
the district today holds him in grateful 
memory for the message he brought to them. 
Edward Francis Abbott was chosen January 
3, 1894 to fill the vacant place and served 
nine years until April 25, 1913, Many 
remember his genial smile, his readiness 
to help and his pride in always giving the 
best that he could. He was succeeded b 
Edward Smith Hardy who today is still 
writing his records of service in the Church 


and for God.

Taxes Have Increased Faster Than All 
Other Living Costs 


A study of the cost of living in 32 repre- 
sentative cities of the United States, under 
the auspices of the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics, U. S$. Department of Labor, indicates 
that taxation has increased faster than any 
other element entering into the cost of living, 

On January Ist of this year the cost of 
living in these cities was 78 percent above 
the 1913 level, while the cost of government, 
as expressed in taxation, has risen 200%, 
Federal taxation which was $6.92 per capita 
in 1913 has risen to $25; State taxation from 
$3.18 to $8.50; and Local taxation from 
$12.63 to $35, From these figures it will be 
seen that the cost of Federal taxes is 3 1-2 
times, and State and Local taxes 2 1-2 times, 
as great asin 1913.

Memorial Day 


Just before the World war there was 
a tendency to make Memorial day a 
hollday for holding sporting events, and 
other pleasures, without any thought of 
the significance of the day. The Grand 
Army was beginning to lose members 
rapidly. The veterans could not take 
the active part they had formerly done 
in the social life, as well as the politics of 
their own towns and cities. Another 
generation had stepped into the lime- 
light that had not been through the 
baptism of fire, like the boys of ’61. 
To them, Memorial day had no especial 
meaning. They watched the lines of 
men in blue marching to the cemeteries, 
and knew that services were held in the 
churches, but it had not touched their 
lives. 

Then came the call to arms to save 
the world from going entirely mad. 
These young men and women who had 
been bound up in newer interests 
suddenly realized that they were Ameri- 
can citizens, and that there was a flag 
which they had seen flying from poles 
and public buildings. It had never 
meant much to them. Almost over- 
night the younger generation awoke to 
the great adventure. In a few short 
weeks, thousands of youths were going 
over there, other thousands were in 
training camps. Young women were 
dropping social affairs and entering 
useful callings. Nurses were enlisting. 
Other women were doing the work of 
their brothers in all walks of life. It was 
a young men’s and young women’s 
war. 

The story told by an aged Frenchman, 
a citizen of this country, who has since 
died, illustrates the spirit of the times. 
A hundred girls had been trained in 
telephone work, who could speak 
French, and were to go overseas — this 
old man had two daughters and several 
other relatives in the number. They

Long Service in the Ministry 


The following sketch of the life of Rev. A. 
H. Fuller, who has recently resigned as pastor 
of the Union Congregational church in 
Ballardvale after a service of twenty-two 

ears, is reprinted from “The Congregational- 
st’ of April 15. 

The recent resignation of Rev. A. H. 
Fuller, minister of Union Church, Ballard- 
vale, brings to a close a long and quietly 
useful pastorate. Toa marked degree it has 
been fruitful in spiritual influence, and there- 
fore deserves more than passing notice. 

Ballardvale is a beautiful mill village in the 
historic town of Andover. Its people since 
Colonial days and earlier have been for the 
most part a humble but sturdy folk — in- 
dustrious, independent, and yet ever ready 
to co-operate in any worthy enterprise for the 
good of the community. About seventy-five 
years ago several small groups of Christians, 
representing upwards of a half dozen Pro- 
testant denominations, felt the need of a 
church in the place. After due consideration 
it was decided that the proposed church 
should be a Congregational church, and that 
it should be called the Union Congregational 
Church of Ballardvale. It was organized in 
1854. Its history, in spite of changing eco- 
nomic and social conditions in recent years, 
has been highly creditable. 

Mr, Fuller came to this church in 1904. It 
was then one of the smaller churches, and it 
is the same today. Its present resident mem- 
bership is about one hundred. Itsimportance 
is not to be judged from the standpoint of its 
size, for it serves a small community. It isa 
church that has come to have an excellent 
spirit, — a spirit of devotion to the Masters 
work and of unswerving loyalty to its min- 
ister. 

This has been especially noticeable during 
Mr. Fuller’s long pastorate. Under his 
efficient and faithful leadership as preacher 
and pastor the work of the church has gone 
steadily on. It has been largely a solid, 
character-building type of work, not the kind 
that can be expressed readily in tabulated 
statistics. Men and women, and especially 
young people, have been received into 
church membership from time to time, and 
in the aggregate they comprise a goodly 
number. Many of these have moved to 
other localities, and for the most part have 
been a blessing in the work of other and some- 
times larger churches. ‘They still fondly 
remember the little church in ‘the old 
home town,” and especially its beloved 
pastor. 

Of course, such a church, with such a 
leader, has taken an active interest in im- 
proved financial methods, in religious educa- 
tion, in Christian nurture, and in home and 
foreign missions. In these and other ways it 
has more than ‘made good.” 

The outstanding feature of Mr, Fuller’s 
service in behalf of this church has been his 
faithful shepherding of souls. He has been 
the personal friend of all his people, including 
the poor, the sick, and the sorrowing. Aman 
of cheerful and hopeful spirit, and withal a 
man of deep faith, ie has been the comforter 
of many. The writer of this sketch recently 
accosted a mutual stranger on the street at 
Ballardvale, and asked to be directed to 
Mr. Fuller’s house. The stranger pointed out 
the house, and said: ‘He lives right over 
there. He will be glad to see you, and I tell 
you he is a good man, I have known him a 
jong time, and I am sorry he is going to leave 
us. Yes,” he repeated, ‘he is a good man,” 
And then, in a half reminiscent mood, he 
added, “Oh, he was wonderful at funerals,” 

Mr. Fuller was born April 24, 1849, at 
Providence, R. I, He attended the public 
schools of that city, also a private classical 
school, and in 1873 graduated from Brown 
University, receiving his A.B. degree. After 
teaching school three years, he received from 
the same institution his A.M. degree. He en- 
tered Bangor Seminary in 1876, and, because 
of his scholastic attainments at that time, 
was able to complete the course of dtudy in 
two years, graduating in 1878, He began his 
ministry at Mattapoisett, Mass., where he 
was ordained, October 18, 1878, and where 
he remained until the spring of 1886, ‘This

FARM VALUES DECREASE 
25 PER CENT IN 5 YEARS 


Shrinkage From 9$66,316,002,602 to 
$49,546,523,759 Reported After 
Agricultural Census. 


Washington—A shrinkage in the 
value of American farms and farm 
buildings from $66,316,002,602 in 1920 
to $40,540,523,759 in 1925 was estl- 
mated in the Department of Com- 
merce in a preliminary report on the 
latest agricultural census, The de- 
crease amounts to a little more than 
25 per cent. 

Farm acreage in the same period 
declined from 955,883,715 to 924,889,- 
880 acres, and the department's divi- 
sion of land economics calculated the 
decline In the average acre value of 
land and buildings at 22 per cent, and 
for land alone at 28 per cent. The 
value of farm buildings, it explained 
increased 6 per cent. 

The 1925 figures, compared with 
those for 1910, indicated an increase 
of 85 per cent in the average farm 
value, but considering the drop in the 
purchasing power of the dollar during 
that interval, the economists conclud- 
ed there was actually a net decline 
of 10 to 12 per cent during that 
period. 

The decline during the last five 
years was not general, the depart- 
ment’s experts found, the shrinkage in 
values having been greatest in the 
range country, the wheat and corn 
belts, and the eastern cotton states, 
while a slight increase was recorded 
in New England and the Middle At- 
lantic states. In the Mountain states, 
the decline amounted to 41 per cent, 
in Iowa 84 per cent, and in Georgia 
40 per cent. The increase in New 
England was 6 per cent and in the 
Middle Atlantic states 1 per cent. Pa- 
cific coast values remained constant. 

Collupse of the war land boom, with 
a fall of corn and hog prices, account- 
ed largely for the decline in Iowa, the 
experts reported, while the decrease 
in Georgia was due chiefly to the boll- 
weevil and the exodus of negro work- 
ers. In the range country and moun- 
tain states, they said, drought and the 
collapse of wheat prices were the lead- 
ing causes, 

The increase in farm values in the 
Northwestern states was attributed to 
a great extent to the development of 
the dairy industry, the favorable posi- 
tion respecting markets, and an in- 
creased demand for farm land for 
recreational purposes,

A 
substantial, sightly and well-equipped schoo 
Plant, manned by a teaching force of per- 
sonality and power, with adequate facilities 
for study and play, is a source of prestige, a 
worthy asset to city district or country town. 
Such a school atmosphere makes for stability 
and solidity in the property surroundings, in- 
creasing land values through its influence on 
the character of the neighborhood and on the 
volume of trade,

children. The same point is emphasized in 
the story of another prominent American 
who tells of his father’s leaving the back- 
woods of the Ozark mountains because there 
were available but three months of school. 
“My father packed our belongings in a 
covered wagon,” he relates, “and went to a 
new state —and we moved out of a three 
months’ school into a nine months’ one, with 
a free high school.” 

This leads us to wonder how desirable are 
new residents to a community who are not 
sufficiently interested in their children to 
inquire regarding school advantages before 
establishing a new home. It has been said, 
“We can judge of a civilization as well as an 
individual by the way childhood is treated.” 

This is a view of a by-product of our 
schools, a form of public service to the 
community that should impress residents 
who have no occasion to utilize the schools as 
well as non-resident property owners, both 
of whom sometimes feel that they have 
taxation without proportionate benefits. 

The importance of the products and by- 
»roducts of our schools may be summarized 
in the words of Herbert Hoover, “If we were 
to suppress our educational system for a 
single generation the equipment would 
decay, the most of our people would die of 
starvation, and intellectually and spiritually 
we should slip back four thousand years in 
human progress. We could recover the loss 
of any other big business in a few years — but 
not this one.”

TIBET HAS REAL 
AMERICAN INDIAN 


Find Throws Light on 
Origin of Natives of 
This Continent. 


Washington.—In far-away Tibet, 6,- 
000 miles distant from the nearest 
point of the American continent, there 
exist true American Indian types. This 
conclusion, which throws much impor- 
tant light on the question of the origin 
of the American Indian, Is one of the 
profoundly significant fruits of a re- 
markable journey of 50,000 miles, cov- 
ering half the globe and occupying 
seven months, which Dr. Ales Hrdlicka 
made under the joint auspices of the 
Smithsonian Institution and the Buf- 
falo Society of Natural Science last 
year, and the first account of which 
now appears in the annual exploration 
ee of the Smithsonian Institu- 

on. 

Doctor Hrdlicka, who is curator of 
physical anthropology in ‘the United 
States National museum and who re- 
cently published a description of the 
new type of white American, under- 
took his Journey to survey what has 
been and what is being done in the 
study of ancient man and of the fossil 
apes in France, in India, in Ceylon, 
Java, Australla and South Africa. 
Such a world survey of the position of 
physical anthropology is perhaps 
unique, and it produced results of 
great significance, 

Of the types found In Tibet (and 
elsewhere in eastern Asia) Doctor Hrd- 
licka says that they are sotrue to that 
of the American Indian that if they 
were transplanted into America no- 
body could possibly take them for any- 
thing but Indian. Men, women and 
children resemble the American ab- 
origines in behavior, in dress and even 
in the intonations of their language. 
The importance of the light his dis- 
covery throws on the origin of the na- 
tive Americans !s obvious. 

After a brief stop in France Doctor 
Hrdlicka early in April last year took 


‘ship to India, stopping to examine 


some Arab types at Port Said and 
Aden. Of the pure-blood Arab, the 
anthropologist says that he shows a 
lively, intelligent white man’s physi- 
ognomy (though mostly brown In col- 
or), and that the higher class pure 
Arab Is often as light as the southern 
European, 

In India Doctor Hrdlicka visited the 
Siwalik hills, an area that probably is 
the richest source of anthropoid ape 
fossils in existence. Within the last 
two years five or six new varieties of 
such fossil anthropoids have been 
found there. 


Migration of Negrito. 


At present one of the most interest- 
ing problems in anthropology {s to ex- 
plain the presence of the Negrito in 
the Philippines and Andamans. How 
did he get to his present homes? His 
nearest relatives are apparently the 
Pygmies of central Africa, but a great 
unbridged space has till now sepa- 
rated the two. If he extended from 
Africa he must have left traces of his 
passing {n Arabia and India, Such 
traces, so far at least as the Indian 
coast lands are concerned, Doctor Hrd- 
licka became satisfied do exist. They 
occur in Parganas, northwest of Cal- 
cutta, in at least one area along the 
eastern coast, here and there among 
the Dravidians and in the Malabar 
hills, These discoveries bring the 
Negrito a long way farther to the 
westward and so much nearer Africa, 
making his derivation from that con- 
tinent so much the more probable. 

With regard to the bulk of the pres- 
ent population of India, Doctor Hrd- 
licka believes he can say with confi- 
dence that it is mainly composed of 
three ethnic elements—the Semitic, 
the Mediterranean, and in certain 
parts the Hamitic, or North African. 
The Aryans show everywhere either 
the Semitic or the Mediterranean type. 
Doctor Hrdiicka saw nothing that 
could be referred to the types of cen- 
tral or northern Europe. It would 
seem, therefore, that the Aryans came 
from Persia and Asia Minor rather 
than from or through what is now 
European Russla. 


Hears of Wild Men. 


Passing through Ceylon, where he 
reports no definite trace as yet of geo- 
logically ancient man, Doctor Hrdlicka 
proceeded to Java, touching at Suma- 
tra and the Straits Settlements. Of 
Sumatra, a country not yet perfectly 
known, he says that “there still pre 
vail the island, among the whites 
as well as the natives, beliefs in the 
existence of wild men, There are sald 
to be two varieties. The Orang Pan- 
dak (orang—man, pandak—short) Is 
sald to live in the almost impenetrable 
mountain forests of the central and 


| southern parts of the island. The na- 


tives describe him as black, short, 
long-haired and wild, but not tnsur- 
mountably shy. The second form is 
the Orang Sedapak. He Is sald to 
live in the unhealthy lowlands of the 
southern part of Sumatra. He Is de- 
scribed as having the body of a child 
of twelve, with long red hair on head 
and body. He is very shy and runs 
but does not climb. 

In the mountainous regions of the 
upper parts of the Malay peninsula, 
according to information given to Doe- 
tor Hrdlicka, there still live thousands 


of negritold people, and there are 
many old caves waiting to be ex- 
plored, 


The visit to Java was made chiefly 
to inspect the site of the Pithecan- 
thropus, but Doctor Hrdlicka also de 
sired to satisfy himself as to any pos- 


eible cultural traces of early man, and 
as to the present population. 

When the actual site of the Pithe 
canthropus was reached by Doctor 
Hrdlicka, a whole gang of natives ad- 
vised by the police were already walt- 
ing there, each bringing a little pile of 
fossils gathered from the muddy 
ledges of the river as they were ex- 
posed by the receding water. These 
fossils were eagerly examined and a 
good selection was made for the Na- 
tional museum, but they included no 
remains of any primate. 

In the eastern portion of Java Doc- 
tor Hrdlicka found traces of the pre- 
Malay Hindoo population which peo- 
pled the island in early historic times. 
In the central part of Java these peo- 
ple evidently reached a rather high 
degree of culture and left imposing 
ruins, 

Full-blood and otherwise full-col- 
ored Australians, but with tow hair, 
were one of the phenomena observed 
in a boat journey along the western 
coast of Australia. Doctor Hrdlicka 
also attended some of the impressive 
ceremonies of the native Australians. 

Sheds New Light. 

“The data obtained in Australia,” 
writes Doctor Hrdlicka, “throw a very 
interesting and to some extent new 
light on the moot questions of both the 
Australian and Tasmanian aborigines. 
According to these observations, the 
Australian aborigines deserve truly to 
be classed as one of the most funda- 
mental and older races of mankind, 
and yet it {s a race which shows close 
connections with our own ancestral 
stock—not with the negroes or Mela- 
Nesians (except through admixture), 
but with the old white people of post- 
glacial times. 

As to the Tasmanians, the indica- 
tions are that they were but a branch 
of the Australians, modified perhaps a 
little in their own country. Both peo- 
ples have lived and the Australians of 
the Northwest live largely to this day, 
in a paleolithic stage of stone culture, 
They are still making unpolished stone 
tools, which in instances resemble the 
Mousterian implements or later Euro- 
pean paleolithic types. But they are 
also capable of a much higher class 
of work. Today, about Derby, bottles 
are used in making beautifully worked 
spear heads.” 

From Australia Doctor Hrdlicka's 
journey led to South Africa, and dls- 
embarking at Durban, Natal, the first 
task was to see as many as possible of 
the Zulu, about whose exact blood af- 
finities there was some doubt. From 
an examination of many individuals 
the anthropologist reached the con- 
clusion that the Zulu 1s unquestiona- 
bly a true negro, though now and then, 
as in other negro tribes, showing a 
trace of Semetic (Arab) type due 
probably to old admixtures. 

The two main objects of the visit to 
South Africa were the investigation of 
the spot of the important find of the 
Rhodesian skull, and of the recent dis- 
covery of the skull of a fossil anthro- 
poid ape at Taungs, which had been 
reported as being possibly'a direct 
link in the line of man's ascent. The 
Rhodesian skull, found in 1921 at 
Broken hill, shows a man so primitive 
in many of its features that nothing 
like it has been seen before. Doctor 
Hrdlicka was able to clear up some 
of the moot points in connection with 
this important find, and he collected 
for study bones of animals from the 
cave which gave the Rhodesian skull, 
as well as two additional mineralized 
bones belonging to two individuals, 
all of which were deposited with the 
earlier relics in the British museum. 

Land Rich In Material. 

The fossil skull of an anthropold 
ape, found in Taungs in 1924, belongs, 
according to Doctor Hrdlicka, to a 
species of anthropold ape of about the 
size of a chimpanzee and evidently 
related to this form, though there are 
certain differences, especially in the 
brain. ‘ These differences suggested 
that this ape may possibly have been 
somewhat superior to the chimpanzee 
and nearer to the human. But it is 
not necessarily a form that stood in 
the direct line of the human phylum. 


Bootblacks Still Ply 


Trade in Chinatown 

San Francisco, — The wandering 
bootblack with his small box and 
brushes remains an institution in 
Chinatown immune to the waves of 
modernism transforming the oriental 
district. 

Every morning these embryo busi- 
ness men sally forth to ply their trade 
and for years the Chinese boys have 
regarded the city hall of justice, which 
borders Chinatown, as a favored zone. 
Even the august presence of Chief of 
Police Dan O'Brien 1a invaded daily. 

A pitched battle between bootblacks 
of Chinatown and the Italian quarter 
at North Beach resulted recently when 
the Italian lads decided to‘ enter the 
lucrative hall of justice field. ‘The in- 
vasion was repelled, but fm retaliation 
the Italian boys declared a ban against 
the orlentals in a district to the north. 
Since that time peace has prevailed in 
both camps. ®

OLD WOMEN RULE 
BLOND INDIANS 


Tribe Knows as Much About 
Sanitation as Does 
White Man. 


Washington.—A tribe of Indians in 
which tow heads, white skins and 
hazel eyes predominate, which knows 
as much of sanitation as does thé 
white man, and {n which the old wom: 
en wield supreme authority, furnishes 
the materfal for an tnteresting publf 
cation soon to he released by the 
Smithsonian Institution. The tribe ts 
the San Blas Indians of Panama, @ 
branch of the Cunas. Herbert W. 
Krieger, curator of ethnology of the 
United States National museum, un- 
der direction of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, describes them {n Museum 
Bulletin 186, bearing the title, “Mate 
rlal Culture of the People of South- 
eastern Panama.” 

Are these white Indians really In- 
dians? Early investigators found ft 
difficult to admit the paradox. Some 
suggested that the San Blas group 
were the descendants of an Isolated 
Nordic or Viking strain. Others even 
went so far as to see in them the 
children of one of the ten “lost tribes” 
of Israel. But these romantic hypoth- 
eses have had to be discarded. Phys- 
{cal tests and measurements made by 
Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, Smithsonian an- 
thropologist, and others, leave no 
doubt that the San Blas Indians are 
pure bloods, resembling in detail of 
physical characteristics the famous 
Maya Indians of Yucatan, and form- 
Ing possibly a connecting link with 
the equally advanced ancient Peru- 
vians. 


Origin in Doubt. 


While students of anthropology and 
genetics have not yet come to a de 
cision as to the origin of the blond 
ness of these white San Blas Indians, 
they are pretty well convinced that 
It is a form of albinism. Albinos oc 
cur among practically all Indian 
races, and while the San Blas whites 
have not the characteristic pink eyes, 
some of the youths squint In the light. 
The determination of just what part 
heredity and environment may have 
played In fixing these unusual ten- 
dencles offers a problem of first {m- 
portance, 

Almost equally astonishing with 
their blondness {s the fact that the 
San Blas Indlans have remained pure 
bloods and resisted adulteration with 
invaders, Indian, negro or European. 
They have had to fight for this isola- 
tlon and they still) maintain in every 
one of their villages a special corps 
of police whose duty it is to warn of 
the approach of strangers and if nec- 
essury to drive them away. Racial 
pride has kept them free from inter 
marriage with other tribes, 

It {s natural to expect that .so in- 
dependent a race would have devel- 
open a high state of culture. “Some 
of the remarkable features of their 
civilization,” Mr, Krieger writes, “stop 
but litle short of what we with our 
European culture have liked to con- 
sider peculiarly our own achievement. 
They have a pletographic writing 
system that ranks but little below our 
own alphabet tn efficiency. Their sculp- 
ture and carving in wood represent 
a high standard of taste. Their paint, 
ing. embroidery and applied arts, 
such as applique sewing, rank with 
similar work of European peasants. 

“But still more phenomenal for a 
so-called primitive people {s their 
knowledge of medicine, They treat 
fever, for example, in the most ap- 
proved modern American fashion. 
The patient is kept cool and absolute- 
ly quiet. They know the mosquito 
to be a danger to health. Consequent- 
ly they build thelr houses on small 
Islands off the coast far from the 
breeding places of the mosquitoes, or 
on piles raised above the water. San- 
itatlon is superior to that of most 
villages in the United States. The 
water supply {s always brought from 
a distant spring or other undefiled 
source.” 

Excellent Sailors. 


Mr. Krieger further describes this 
paragon of native races as excellent 
sailors. “In short,” he says, “the 
tribe constitute a monument to the 
virility of aboriginal North American 
culture when undisturbed by the in- 
trusive alien.” And the explanation 
which he suggests for this superiority 
is feminine rule. “It.is the women 
who wield the real authority. Men 
may be elected to office and become 
chief musician, doctor, or village chief, 
but {t Is the elder women who tell 
the voters whom to elect. A young 
married man always goes to live with 
his mother-in-law and takes orders 
from her.” 

In contrast with the independence 
and virility of the Cuna Indians is 
the gregariousness of the Choco In- 
dians who dwell on the Pacific side 
of the isthmus and are divided from 
the Cuna by the mountainous Intert- 
or. They have Intermarried so much 
with negroes and Aslatics that the 
native villages have practically dis- 
appeared. A much less cultured peo- 
ple than the San Blas, the Chocos 
yet excel in certain architectural 
achievements, Their spirit lodges 
show an excellent form of mortising 
and joinery, a practice not known to 
other South American tribes, 

Pecullar to the culture of the 
Choco Indians, says Mr, Krieger, are 
thelr ceremonial harvest festivals, in 
which the chief converses with carved 
and painted spirits of animals and 
men to discover whether the season's 
crops will suceed or fall.

Washington.—Residents of this city, 
who generally occupy the position of 
sideline spectators as national issues 
come and go, or linger forever in con- 
gress, now have an issue of their own 
that threatens to divide them into two 
factions—those who ride the upper 
deck of passenger busses and those 
whose second-floor bedrooms may be 
viewed by the former. 

The controversy is one-sided thus 
far, with two complainants criticizing 
the “double-deck peepers,” and no 
spokesmen appeared for the bus rid- 
ers. The District of Columbia public 
utilities commission, which has the po- 
sition of referee, however, hesitates to 
have it that all upper-deck passengers 
are peeping Toms, and has reached no 
conclusion on that score, 

One complainant is Mrs, John B. 
Henderson, society figure and known 
also for her condemnation of the short 
skirt. She is the widow of Senator 
Henderson of Missouri, and her fa- 
mous “Henderson castle,” on fashion- 
able Sixteenth street offers a target, 
she says, for inquiring eyes atop the 
busses. The peepers, she contends, 
have taken away “all privacy from sec- 
ond stories.” 

Mrs. J. G, Willis, another whose res- 
{dence is on a bus street, has told the 
commission that she and her neigh- 
bors must keep the upstairs shades 
drawn to foil inquisitive bus passen- 
gers. They felt, she sald, just “like 
animals in the zoo.” 

The two women advocated discon- 
tinuance of the bus lines or rerouting 
them along other streets, Meanwhile, 
the commission will hear other testi- 
mony before attempting a decision.
